A rural hospital which owns 
40 other hospitals around the 
country is the top choice to buy 
‘Glades General Hospital in 
Belle Glade. The Palm Beach 
County Health Care District 
looked at seven proposals on 
Tuesday and voted to start ne- 
gotiations with Community 
Health Systems, a company 
based in Brentwood, Tenn. 

In their bid, Community 
Health Systems said they 
would spend at least $20 mil- 
lion in renovations at Glades 
General and operate the hospi- 
tal for at least 20 years. 

Two other bids were also con- 
sidered and will be looked at 
again if the district and. Com- 


munity Health Systems do not. 
come to full agreement. Those 
were Universal Health Ser- 
vices and Province Healthcare. 
Universal currently owns 
Wellington Regional Medical 
Center and Province owns 11 
rural hospitals їп Brentwood, 
Tenn 

Glades General Hospital has 
turned a profit this year since 
the closing of Everglades Re- 
gional Medical Center in Paho- 
kee. Hospital board members 
have opposed the sale of the 
hospital at this time and had 
asked the district to wait be- 
fore considering selling. The 
Belle Glade City Commission 
also passed a resolution last 
month asking the district not 
to sell at this time.

Farm interests question validity of WMD plan

More than 200 residents from 
Clewistón, LaBelle, Moore Haven 
and the surrounding area turned 
‚ out Moriday-night for the first of 
12 public hearings on the Com- 
prehensive Review Study for the 
Ventral & South Florida Project 
(Restudy), being sponsored by the 
South Florida Water Manage- 
ment Distrigt and the U.S. Army 
Corps of Engineers, anxious that 
their concerns be heard. Farmers, 
sugar company officials and gov- 
ernment officials expressed con- 
cern that the restudy, if approved 
in its current form, could cost 
farming families their land and 
their livelihóods and devastate lo- 
cal communities, 


At issue is the proposed acqui- 
sition of 200,000 acres by the gov- 
ernment, which local residents 
are afraid will be carved out of 
farm lands in the Everglades 
Agricultural Area. The restudy 
calls for 251,000 acres of farm- 
land, rock mines and other land 
to be turned into reservoirs and 
marshes for cleansing and storing 
water, much of which will be used 
to provide potable water for the 
growing population of South 


Florida, which South Florida Wa-, 


ter Management officials project 
in their study will reach 12 mil-

The U.S. Army Corps of Engi- 
neers will conduct an aerial 
treatment of invasive floating 
plants on Lake Okeechobee. 
Weather permitting, the treat- 
ment will take place during the 
two week period between No- 
vember 2-6 and November 9-13. 
Areas scheduled (ог treatment 
are located at the southeast end 
of the lake consisting of 
Torry/Kreamer Island, Grassy 
Island, Ritta Island and possibly 
some interior areas of Fisheat- 
ing Bay on the west side of the 
lake. 

Approximately 500 acres of 
water. lettuce and water hy- 
acinth will be treated using the 
EPA approved herbicide Re- 
ward. The label restricts the use 
of treated’ water for drinking, 
livestock consumption, and irri- 
gation of turf and ornamentals 
within 24 hours of application. 
The use of water for irrigation of 
food crops is restrictéd- for five 
days after application. There are 
no restrictions for ‘fishing and 
swimming. 

The aerial treatment is neces- 
sary in order to lower the inva- 
sive floating plant populations 
and redüce the need for addi- 
tional treatments during the up- 
coming fish spawning season.

From a distance, lightning is 
dazzling. At times, even beautt- 
МШ. But up close, it can be 
deadly, killing around 100 peo- 
ple each year,as well as caysing 
millions.in property dam¢ge. 

“Each year, there are/ more 
and more lightni problems,” 
said Dr. Martin Uman, one of 

~ the nation's leading lighting 
researchers. 
systems are susceptible to 
lightning than ever before." 

Especially in Florida, the 
lightning capital of the country. 
Dr. Uman estimates that each 
square mile in Florida is struck 
by an average of 10 to 15 light- 
ning bolts each year. 

In one of those square miles, 
an open field .about an hour 
from Gainesville, Dr. Uman

Florida аге 
studying lightning, which 
remains one of the most under- 
researched phenomena in 
meteorology.

see how it affects electricity. 

Of course, to stüdy lightning 
bólts, one needs lightning. "If 
you wait for natural lightning 
to strike, you have to wait a 
long time," said Uman. 

So, Dr. Uman creates hís own 
lightning. When a thunder- 
storm is пёарЬу, a rocket is 
fired. The rocket carries a 
grounded copper wire. 

"The thunderstorm thinks 
the rocket and wire is a tall 
building," said. Uman. "The 
result is often a dazzling bolt of 
lightning." 

You have to wait for the right 
storm, but my strike ratio is 
about. 75 percent," he said. 
“What wwe ‘do is have instru- 
ments on everything so we сап 
see how much voltage is com- 
ing through the.meters." 


Dr. Uman's research may 
create new ways to pfotect 
man-made electronics from 
lightning. Meanwhile, à light- 
ning strike in the natural 
world often produces a differ- 
ent type of reaction. When 
lightning hits the ground it cre- 
ates something called a fulgu- 
rite. 

"It looks like a glassy tube, 
usually about a half inch in 
diameter. It's more or less 
irregular on the surface and it 
can be crooked," said Dr. 
Uman. "I've got'a fulgurite 
from the -beach in Pensacola 
that looks like a clear. soda 
straw.”

How fulgurites affect under- 
ground cables is another pro- 
ject Dr. Uman is currently 
exploring. “Тһе bottom line is 
to try to understand what 
lightning is doing to under- 
ground cables and power lines 
во as to better protect them 
and find out what the .fajlure 
modes are," said Uman. 

To do that, Dr. Uman will 
continue his research so that 
someday modern society will 
be better protected from light- 
ning, both above and below the 
ground.

Biggest hiking event in Florida * November 21-29 


This is an event growing in 
importance every year. It has 
become the premiér hiking 
event, drawing 200-250 people 
for the opening day. At a time 
of the year when most of the 
country begins to close down to 
hiking events, Florida's prime 
hiking season is just begin- 
ning. 

This year there will be a 
change in direction. The hike 
will begin at the South Bay RV 
Park. Hikers will head west 
and will do a complete circle 
around Lake Okeechobee on 
the Herbert Hoover Dike. The 
lake covers approximately, 750 
square miles, The hike covers 
107 miles and takes nine days 
with an average daily distance 
of 12 miles. 

Hikers walk at their own 
pace. This is not a back-pack- 
ing or camp-out event. Hikers 
need only carry a day pack or 
fanny pack. Evenings are spent 
in modern campgrounds or 
local motels. Hikers will partic- 
ipate in car shuttles to the 
daily starting points and 
return to campgrounds by 
early afternoon. Dinners are 
usually eaten at local restau- 
rants. 

Anyone can participate in 
this hike. After the opening 
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7th Annual Big “O” Hike: Nine days, 107 miles 


ceremonies and cutting the 
starting tape, walkers can do 
the “Wimp Walk” of less than 
five miles or the entire 12 miles 
on the first day. Transportation 
will be available back to the 
starting point for a nominal 
fee. After this, it is an ala carte 
menu. Do you want to do the a 
day? A weekend? Three days? 
Or the entire hike? You can join 
in at any time, any day, any 
segment. The choice is yours. 

With Lake Okeechobee so 
conveniently located to most 
Floridians, everyone is invited 
along. This hike has become an 
annual event, a happening, 
someplace to greet old friends 
and make new ones. The first 
year, 1992, twenty people 
showed up for the start. The 
next year, 100 hikers started. 
Since then, 200 or more people 
Show up every year on the first 
day. There is room for every- 
one. 

Hiking around Lake Okee- 
chobee, second largest fresh 
water lake within the conti- 
nental United States, hikers 
will discover parts of Florida 
many never knew existed. 
They will have the opportunity 
of seeing sugarcane being har- 
vested on the east and south 
shores of the lake. On the west 


side, the cattle ranches stretch 
to the horizon, and on the 
north end are the famous fish 
camps. À day's hike generally 
ends late morning or early 
afternoon. Participants have 
the afternoon to rest up and 
visit local points of interest. 
Thanksgiving dinner is always 
celebrated’ at one of the area 
restaurants with 80 or 90 new 
and old friends. 

There is no charge or fee for 
participating in the hike. 
Hikers pay for their own food , 
lodging and other personal 
expenses. 

The yearly Big “О” 
Hike was one of the earliest 
events to promote "ecotourism" 
in the region. Besides introduc- 
ing people to areas they had 
not been familiar with and 
might never have attempted to 
visit-on thelr own, it was 'esti- 
mated that hikers on last 
year's trip spent an estimated 
$20,000 in communities 
around Lake Okeechobee. The 
money was spent on lodging, 
food, supplies and local events.
